January IO—The Treaty of 
Versailles, making peace between 
Germany and allied powers 
was 
put into effect at 4:15 o'clock this 
afternoon by the exchange of rati­ 
fications. 
The entire ceremony took place 
in the clock hall a t the French 
foreign ministry. 
Previously Bar­ 
on K urt Von Kersner, head 
of 
the German mission, signed the 
protocol of November I, providing 
for reparation for the sinking of 
the German w ar ships by 
their 
crews at Scapa Flow and to insure 
the carrying out of the armistice 
terms. 
T he signing of this docu­ 
ment occurred in the office of the 
m inister of foreign affairs. 
The entire ceremony was over 
at 4:15 o'clock when M. Clemen- 
ceau arose and said: “The proto­ 
col having been signed as well as 
the m inutes regarding 
the 
ex­ 
change of ratifications I have the 
honor to declare that the treaty of 
Versailles is in full effect and that 
its term s will be executed integ­ 
rally.** 
The ceremony was characterized j 
by formal politness to the exelus-1 
ion of all cordiality except between ! 
the allied delegates. 
Absence of a n y American dele­ 
gates was particularly observed. 
The putting of the League 
of 
Nations into being, which will be 
one of the immediate consequences 
of the exchange of ratification of 
the treaty of Versailles will occur 
in Paris at 10:30 o’clock on the 
morning of Friday. January 16. the 
supreme council decided today.

other powers. 
Both the mild republican group 
and the democrats declared 
pro­ 
gress had been made and they 
were hopeful that at least the con­ 
troversy soon might be stripped 
of most of its minor features and 
narrowed to two. or three, sub­ 
jects. 
Submission of the counter pro­ 
posals to the democrats came after 
the senate adjourned at the end 
of a day that had kept the cham­ 
ber and cloak rooms alive with 
treaty talk. 
Although the details of these con 
venations were not revealed there 
was evidence both democrats and 
republicans intended

their compromise efforts despite 
President Wilson’s declaration in 
favor of taking the question into 
the campaign.
